Blaze in Jail

Deputy Sheriff John Gilmore 
looked out a courtroom window 
this morning.

They found that 
grease had caught fire on the 
stove in the jail kitchen down¬ 
stairs, and that the flames had 
melted solder in a metal vent ’way 
up on the penthouse level, caus¬ 
ing framework to catch fire. Dam¬ 
age was slight. 


’Threatened with a $10,500 law¬ 
suit for unauthorized use by the 
county hospital of Orange’s

CANTON. (iP)—A Japanese 
tank corps rumbled into Canton 
this afternoon, scoring one of the 
most astounding victories of the 
Chinese-Japanese war. 

The tanks were followed by de¬ 
tachments of the South China Ex¬ 
peditionary forces which just 10 
days ago landed on the shores of 
Bias Bay, 125 miles southeast of 
the South China metropolis.

WASHINGTON. tP)—’The 
government offered today to buy 
8,000,000 boxes of citrus fruit 
for relief distribution between 
Nov. 1 and July 1, 1939, leaving 
13,000,000 boxes as a surplus for 
the Industry to handle. 

’This plan was outlined to the 
national citrus conference by F. 
R. Wilcox, AAA marketing di¬ 
rector, who said the industry 
must face the continuing neces¬ 
sity of reducing handling costs. 

The government plan, con¬ 
templating no subsidy for fruit 
diverted from normal channels 
of trade, was estimated to cost 
about $10,000,000. 

Purchases would include: 

Fresh oranges, 3,000,000 boxes 
at a total cost, including han¬ 
dling, of $4,300,000; fresh grape¬ 
fruit, 3,500,000 boxes for $3,500,- 
000; canned grapefruit, the 
equivalent of 3,500,000 boxes for 
$3,135,000.

NO OPPOSITION 

Apparently they had met no 
opposition from the hundreds of 
thousands of provincial troops 
that had been massed north and 
east of Canton to check the inva¬ 
sion of the estimated 60,000 Japa¬ 
nese troops.

Andrews said millions of Amer¬ 
icans welcomed the opportunity to 
help "inoculate our economic 
system against the virus of sweat¬ 
shops.” 

In his statement Andrews did 
not say how many employers had 
told him they would close up. But, 
discussing some of the reports that 
had come to his attention, he 
spoke of one employer, who pays 
his 275 workers between $3 and 
$8ja week, had demanded that 80 
cent of these employes ~be 
classed as learners so that he 
might continue to pay tnem less 
than 25 cents an hour. 

’The administrator mentioned 
that another employer who had 
been paying many of his 6000 
workers 25 cents an hour, had 
threatened to shut down rather 
than increase wages to the act’s 
25 cents an hour minimum. 

Still another, he said, wanted to 
call every worker over 40 handi¬ 
capped and continue to pay him 
what Andrews described as a sub¬ 
standard wage.

WASHINGTON. tflP)—The na¬ 
tional citrus conference proposed 
today government funds for dis¬ 
posal of the citrus surplus be 
distributed on a basis of total pro¬ 
duction in the various areas. 

The group asked that part of 
the agricultural adjustment ad¬ 
ministration’s fund for this pur¬ 
pose—hinted to be $10,000,000— 
be used for subsidy payments to 
g;rower8 who diverted fruit from 
the normal channels of trade. 

AAA MAY BALK 

Some doubt existed whether 
AAA men would consent to a 
fixed division among the produc¬ 
ing states. They argued yester¬ 
day any ich system might de¬ 
feat the purpose, because pur¬ 
chases should be made from time 
to tim e where the market needed 
■BBSStHTg. 

Nevertheless. Florida delegates 
claimed both California and Tex¬ 
as support for the percentage dis¬ 
tribution. The government money 
would be used principally to buy 
surplus fruit for distribution 
among needy persons.

FLORIDA VIEWPOINT 

A Florida delegate explained 
the diversion program contem¬ 
plated the use of citrus fruit in 
manufacture of livestock feed and 
fertilizer. ’The conference dis¬ 
cussed the advisability of making 
subsidy payments to growers 
who converted their' own fruit 
into fertilizer without hauling It 
away from the grove. 

Although there was a demand 
the relief figure be increased, 
the conference apparently proceed¬ 
ed on the assumption it would be 
$ 10 , 000 , 000 . 

AAA men said they had not 
changed their conviction the in¬ 
dustry itself should dispose of ail 
low grade fruit, looking to the 
government to purchase or divert 
only first and second grades. ’The 
AAA has proposed elimination of 
all interstate shipments except 
those of high grade fruit. 


TOKYO. (A7—A typhoon roared 
in from the sea today, taking at 
least 226 lives and injuring more 
than 590 people. About 230 per¬ 
sons were missing. 

The unseasonable storm which 
la.shed waters overland along the 
coastal reaches of Japan in the 
Tokyo-Yokahama district and else¬ 
where rendered an estimated 35,- 
OOO persons homeless. 

More than 24,460 houses in To¬ 
kyo were flooded, and some col¬ 
lapsed. Thousands of trees were 
uprooted, and Tokyo’s communica¬ 
tions and transportation were 
partly paralyzed.

WPA EXPOSE 

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M. (JP>— 
New and further reaching actions 
were hinted today to be impend¬ 
ing In the wake of wholesale fed¬ 
eral grand jury indictments re¬ 
turned here late yesterday against 
73 persons charged with making 
political capital of the New Mex¬ 
ico WPA. 

Dozens prominent in state poli¬ 
tics and government were indict¬ 
ed on charges of conspiracy to 
defraud the government for politi¬ 
cal purposes, among them Assist¬ 
ant U. S. District Attorney Stan¬ 
ley W. P. Miller, son-in-law of 
Senator Dennis Chavez: two 
Democratic county chairmen; Mrs. 
Anita Tafoya, Senator Chavez' 
sister; Mrs. J. A. Werner, wife of 
the Albuquerque postmaster, and 
former State WPA Administrator 
Fred Healy. 

Some in responsible quarters In¬ 
timated the end was not yet. It 
was known that agents of the 
WPA division of investigation un¬ 
der Special Agent C. E. Goran- 
son, who have worked a montli 
with the grand jury, were stlU on 
the investigation. 

The grand jury action, which 
concluded a month of carefully 
veiled inquiry, fell like a bomb¬ 
shell in New Mexico’s heated polit¬ 
ical campaign. 

Federal Judge Colin Neblett, 
who demanded the probe Sept. 7 
with instructions to spare no one, 
ordered the defendants brought 
before him next 'Tuesday and di¬ 
rected they post $1000 bond each. 
He ordered the jurors held sub¬ 
ject to the call of the court after 
commending them as “good Amer¬ 
ican citizens.” 

The indictments were divided 
into two classes—conspiracy in¬ 
dictments against 62 persons with 
a maximum penalty of two years 
imprisonment and $10,000 fine, 
and direct violation indictments 
for converting materials and labor 
and for political discrimination, 
with a maximum penalty of one 
year imprisonment and $2000 fine. 

'The indictments charged the de¬ 
fendants conspired for "joint and 
unified political activity and to 
build a political organization.” 

The jury reported use of threats 
and intimidation of WPA em¬ 
ployes, enforced political contri¬ 
butions, discharge from work be¬ 
cause of failure to contribute, en¬ 
forced membership in political 
clubs "disguised” as social organ¬ 
izations, and diversion to personal 
uses of WPA funds, materials 
and labor services. 

Shortly after the grand jury re¬ 
port was made, Acting WPA Ad¬ 
ministrator R. L. Nicholson an¬ 
nounced In Santa Fe the resigna¬ 
tions of four indicted WT*A em¬ 
ployes- -Zone Supervisor E. A. 
Rose of Albuquerque, Zone Time- 
keper W. R. Poor, Zone Engineer 
A. C. Holzworth and Joe Bar- 
reras, assistant to the director 
of the employment division. 

Among the indicted were Police 
Chief John Wooton of Las Vegas, 
Dayton Dailey, former WTPA zone 
supervisor at Las Vegas, former 
State Pol'ce Captain Roy Vern-Jl- 
lion, Torrance county Democratic 
Chairman Paul Tabet, Mora coun¬ 
ty Democratic Chairman Bernardo 
Cruz; Salamon Tafoya, nephew of 
Senator Chavez; Joseph Dear- 
mond, WPA assignment clerk; Sa¬ 
lamon Chavez, cousin of Senator 
Chavez, and Joe Martinez, secre¬ 
tary of the senator.

SAYS HE PAID 
S600 FOR JOB 

LOS ANGELES, tff) — Spurred 
by the reported confessions of a 
fire department captain that he 
bought his promotion for $600 and 
several rookie firemen that they 
paid to get hired, investigators 
dug anew today into operations 
of the city’s civil service. 

The probe was initiated at tae 
request of Mayor Fletcher Bosv- 
ron, who defeated the former 
mayor, Frank L. Shaw, in a re¬ 
call election last month. 

It brought a sensational state¬ 
ment from Fire Chief Ralph J. 
Scott that "since the collapse of 
the powerful machine which con¬ 
trolled the city government and 
the destinies of every appointive 
employe in it. revelations of cor¬ 
ruption of the gravest nature have 
come to light. 

‘‘Testimony is being freely given 
to me -vhich, I regret to say, 
criminally Involves men of this 
(fire) department in connection 
with the manipulation of (civil 
service) examinations. 

"This admission is humiliating, 
as humiliating as is the task of 
posing as the figurehead of the 
fire department while being In fact 
shorn of authority to direct it. 
Such has been my position in re¬ 
cent years.” 

Chief Scott asserted that the 
fire commission and the fire de¬ 
partment personnel had been un¬ 
der the domination of Shaw’s 
brother - secretary, Joseph, and 
John R. Spring, whom the com¬ 
mission ousted as secretary yes¬ 
terday. The chief referred to them 
as "an unhjly pair.” 

Former Mayor Shaw broke a 
post-election silence today to deny 
the fire chief’s charge that "or¬ 
ders from the mayor’s office” last 
January forced a shake-up of de¬ 
partment personnel Intended to 
"force affected officers to retire 
—which they didn’t do.” 

Shaw retorted that Scott had 
personally asked him to approve 
the shifts. 

Although names were carefully 
guarded, a fire department offi¬ 
cial disclosed that “many” fire¬ 
men had told this week of having 
paid for their jobs under civil 
I service.

Indian Baskets 

That catchy song about “I Lost 
My Red and Yellow Basket" 
doesn’t mean much in this day ex¬ 
cept as a dance tune for swing- 
sters. But to the California In¬ 
dian of a hundred or so years 
a(o, losing a basket of any color 
would have had a very definite 
meaning, indeed. 

• • • 

For an early Indian squaw to 
lose a basket might be compara¬ 
ble to the modem housewife los¬ 
ing her kitchen stove, except that 
the basket probably would be 
harder to replace. Baskets were 
the California Indians’ chief uten¬ 
sil—they used baskets to gather 
fruit and nuts, to prepare meals, 
to store food, carry water, to 
'keep choice grasshoppers, and for 
almost every domestic need. 

• « « 

The California Indians are 
claimed by some to have been 
the greatest basket-makers of any 
Indians of the world, and the 
examples of their art bear evi¬ 
dence <a that claim. 

* • • 

’Two hundred of some of the 
rarest Indian-made baskets in 
California and Arizona have been 
secured by the Bowers museum 
and will go on display here for 
the first time Sunday afternoon. 
The exhibit will remain here for 

three months. 

• • • 

Ages of the baskets are be¬ 
lieved to average between 40 and 
75 years, although that is diffi¬ 
cult to determine exactly. One 
basket Is believed to be possibly 
1000 years old, having recently 
been uncovered In a buried Indian 
city In Arizona. 

• * • 

So rare are the baskets that 
the total value would run Into the 
thousands of dollars. ’The baskets 
have been loaned to the museum 
for the next three months by sev¬ 
eral Southern California collec¬ 
tors. 

• ■ • 

Although perhaps not the most 
priceless, but the most spectacu¬ 
lar of the exhibits is a huge stor¬ 
age basket which is worth in ex¬ 
cess of $760. Made of reeds In¬ 
terwoven with willow bark, the 
basket will hold three persons 
standing erect. It Is about 31 
Inches In height, and is nearly 
four feet In diameter. 

• • • 

The Indians split the willow 
bark with their teeth. Extreme¬ 
ly rare, the basket was made by 
the Pima tribe. ’The huge bas¬ 
ket was used to store fruit, au¬ 
thorities say, and was usually 
placed in a high place to keep it 
away from rodents. The top was 

sealed with mud. 

• • • 

The preparing of food, such as 
acorns, from the harvesting stage 
to the Indians’ Uble required 
some 11 different baskets. Each 
was of a size and shape most con¬ 
venient for a specific use. 

• • • 

First was the picking basket, 
next a holding basket to receive 
the contents of the first. Oth¬ 
ers were cone-shaped carrying 
baskets, granary basket, basket 
hopper (for sifting), basket trays, 
tightly woven plaques, cooking 
pot, dipper, eating bowl and—to 
top it off—the squaw’s basket 
hat. 

• • • 

The squaw’s hat—of which there 
are 16 in the exhibit—had a varie¬ 
ty of uses besides headwear. It 
could be filled with water which 
could be warmed by dropping a 
heated stone in the hat. Acorns 
were often cooked in the hot wa¬ 
ter, basket experts say. After the 
meal, the squaw could put her 
hat back on her head again. 

• • • 

’The carrying basketa some¬ 
times carried for many miles by 
the squawa held a bushel or more. 
The basket was carried on her 
back, with a strap reaching from 
the basket around her forehead. 

• • • 

It is difficult to imagine weav¬ 
ing a water-tight basket out of 
roots of trees, and reeds, but 
the Indians did it Water con¬ 
tainers were of two types: one 
to be carried on horseback, the 
other for ordinary use. The for¬ 
mer were cone-shaped so the bas¬ 
ket would right itself If it fell 
from the horse. The latter had 
an ordinary shape. 

• • • 

The Indiana later learned to 
"pitch" the water containers, that 
is, cover them with pitch from a 
tree or with asphalt, authorities 
point out 

• • • 

Miracle of the Indians' art was 
their ability to decorate the bas¬ 
kets with intricate designs in red, 
yellow and other colors. All ideas 
for designs had to be taken from 
nature, because there were no oth¬ 
er artists for them to copy from. 
The designs were woven into the 
basket, not painted on. 

• • • 

All of the baskets in the ex¬ 
hibit have been in actual use. 
Many were believed to have re¬ 
quired three to five years to make. 
How painstaking were the Indians 
can it seen in the fact that a 
magnifying glass is necessary for 
a detailed study of some of the 

smaller baskets. 

• • • 

There are tw- gambling trays 
in the collection. The Indians, 
especially the women, were sup¬ 
posed to be enthusiastic gamblers 
and they spent much of their rec¬ 
reation in shaking dice. Dice was 
made of half-shells of acorns, 
filled with asphalt. Bedded in the 
asphalt were a varying number of 

small bits of rock. 

• • •

For every criminal that is 
caught, dozens of others—doctors, 
lawyers, wealthy citizens, women 
—are prosecuted for harboring a 
criminal or obstructing justice, he 
said. 

Major crime problem in the Uni¬ 
ted States, the G-Man told the 
exchange, is the youthful criminal. 
He said there were 330,000 ar¬ 
rests in the country last year for 
serious offenses—and of this num¬ 
ber 61,000 were youths from 15 
to 21 years of age. 


“There is something definitely 
lacking when this number of 
young persons are murdering, 
robbing, and committing major 
crimes,” he said. Hanson declared 
that to many fathers are self- 
satisfied because they have 
enough money to send their boys 
away to school with a sufficient 
allowance, then forget about them. 

He said too many parents have 
tried to shift the responsibility of 
their children to police and law 
enforcement agencies. 

Hanson said the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation has the widest 
authority of any law enforcement 
agency. There are only 680 men 
in the service, each trained in 
obtaining evidence, in investiga¬ 
tion and the use of firearms. 

Much of the work of the bureau 
is that of quiet investigation, 
rather than gun-fighting he said. 

Donald Beach Kirby, of Laguna

FULLERTON.—’The Metropoli¬ 
tan Water District is considering 
making water available to Orange 
county ranchers at the startling 
low price of $8 per acre foot after 
the aqueduct is completed in 1939 
or 1940, it was learned here today. 

This came to light when Walter 
Humphreys, member of the board 
of directors of the MWD, appeared 
before the local city council to 
ask for suggestions on how vol¬ 
ume sales could be made to far¬ 
mers to make this low price 
feasible. 

Previous estimates am aqueduct 
water had been set at $15 per acre 
foot as the lowest possible price. 
Humphreys explained to the 
councilmen that the district has 
concluded that sale of water at $8 
would offset cost of operation amd 
lower the price to the municipal 
consumer. 

Should the Metropolitan Water 
District decide to sell water at 
that figure to county ranchers, 
besides supplying member cities, 
it would be the cheapest water yet 
to be supplied, it wtis pointed out. 
Ranchers are now paying any¬ 
where from $9 to $12 a foot, offi¬ 
cials said. 

Previously the district has held 
that it cannot sell water to non¬ 
members. Whether the new price 
scale would imply district mem- 
ber.ship on an agricultural-use 
basis or simply sale of surplus 
water to outside groups was not 
made clear. 

Farm Adviser Harold Wahlberj 
said today that the $8 figure was 
suggested some months ago, and 
was discussed at the “econondc 
conference” in Santa Ana last 
March. The conference recom¬ 
mended that the Metropolitan Dis¬ 
trict Act be amended to clarify 
the permanence of the pronosed 
supply. The farmers also demand¬ 
ed that the water be supplied un¬ 
treated. This would entail use of 
separate delivery systems for 
urban and rural water. _

Such 
talk is builded on racial prejudice 
instead of sound economics. The 
Townsend plan will emancipate 
anew the colored people and usher 
in a new day for the Southland. 
The Townsend annuities in the 
hands of the elderly white and 
colored people of the South will 
rehabilitate that region with a 
business revival that has long 
been needed. 


What the Southland needs is 
what all the nation needs, and 
that is a market for its produc¬ 
tions and that market will he 
created over night with the Town¬ 
send plan in operation.

The advantages of this forma¬ 
tion include the power it affords 
on plays inside and outside the 
tackle to the strong side; “pull 
out" men or interferers come 
from good spots; it affords good 
reverse strength, a good quick 
punch through the middle; it is 
well set up for passes with three 
men down the field fast; and the 
tailback is deep enough to quick 
kick and get off passes fast. Natu¬ 
rally, there are disadvantages, 
too, as is the case in all types of

FIRST AND SYCAMORE 
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F. D. R. SENDS 
MESSAGE TO 
PARIS SESSION 

PARIS. (JPi — Improvement of 
International economic relations is 
necessary before "any satisfactory 
and secure world order" can be 
established, President Roosevelt 
today told business leaders of 23 
countries. 

The President’s message was 
cabled to Thomas J. Watson, pres¬ 
ident of the international cham¬ 
ber of commerce, at the 58th an¬ 
nual session of its council here to¬ 
day. 

The text follows: 

“The structure of international 
relations has been subjected in 
recent years and continues to be 
subjected to extraordinc'— strain 
both in political a.'d economic 
spheres. 

"The experience of these years 
has shown to all how essential to 
the establishment of any satisfac¬ 
tory and secure world order is 
the improvement of the basis of 
natural and profitable economic 
relations between countries. 

"The international chamber of 
commerce through its efforts to 
increase opportunities for trade 
and to widen the scope of such 
opportunities through the applica¬ 
tion and far seeing influence in 
a world in which efforts and at¬ 
tention too frequently have been 
turned in the opposite direction. 
I take pleasure in greeting you 
again and in extending my hearty 
wish for your future efforts.”

More Than Half the Luck 
Goes to Americans in Irish 
Sweepstakes Draw in Dublin 


DUBLIN. Iff)—More than half 
of the luck went to Americans 
today in the silver anniversary 
Irish hospitals sweepstakes draw. 

At the luncheon recess, Ameri¬ 
cans held 370 of the 700 tickets 
drawn on 50 horses entered in the 
Cesarewltch to be run Oct. 26 at 
Newmarket, England. 

Of this number they held 30 of 
56 tickets drawn on four of the 
five leading favorites. Tickets on 
the fifth and 32 other horses were 
to be drawn this afternoon. 

Each holder of a ticket on a 
runner in the race stands to win 
$150,000 if his horse comes in first. 
Tickets on non-runners and horses 
which fail to finish first, second 
or third will pay $2172. 

Americans held exactly half of 
the 14 tickets drawn on Sunbon- 
net, the favorite; they also held 
eight on Black Speck and 10 on 
Snipe Wood. 

They also drew five of the 14 
tickets on Snake Lightning. 

A breakdown in Dublin’s power 


service halted the draw for more 
than 20 minutes during the morn¬ 
ing. 

Officials left the ornate stage, 
which was lighted dimly by an 
emergency line, while guards care¬ 
fully watched the counterfoils in 
the silver drum. 

Total receipts of this 25th draw¬ 
ing, based on the Cesarewltch 
race Oct. 26 at Newmarket, Eng¬ 
land, were $12,232,405, of which 
$7,026,500 will go to prize winners. 

’The money was divided Into 14 
prize units of $500,000 each. The 
14 persons holding tiskets on win¬ 
ning horses are to get $150,000, 
those on second horses, $775,000, 
and on third, $50,000. 

The first horse drawn was 
Black Speck, one of five favorites 
and 15 to 1 in the betting. Other 
favorites were Dunbonnet, 10 to 
1; Solonaise, 15 to 1; Snipe Wood, 
100 to 7, and Snake Ligthning, 
14 to 1. 

Also to be drawn today and to¬ 
morrow were 300 cash prizes of 
$500 each and 50 cash prizes of 
$530 each.

The $150,000 job of rebuilding 
flood-razed Santa Ana river 
levees, which almost was begun 
this week, was started through 
legal red-tape again today, with 
the result contracts cannot be 
awarded until Oct. 28. 

County supervisors late yester¬ 
day afternoon, by a 3-2 vote aft¬ 
er a lengthy argument, voted to 
advertise for bids on the entire 
job instead of splitting the proj¬ 
ect up into six units. 

SUITS FEARED 

Their change of course, and tne 
delay, were caused by complica¬ 
tions in the first set of contrac¬ 
tors’ bids and requirements of 
state engineers and legal authori¬ 
ties that the whole job be done 
under one big contract instead of 
six smaller ones. 

Bids were opened Tuesday, but 
the board found that the United 
Concrete Pipe company was low 
bidder on the entire job with its 
“all or none” specification, out 
that other contractors had made 
lower bids on four of the six 
units. Fearful of litigation if 
they moved one way or the other, 
the county board discarded all 
bids and decided to have the flood 
control department do the work 
Itself—if the state would approve 
such a course. 

STATE RULES 

Yesterday afternoon Chairman 
Willard Smith reported that Earl 
Lee Kelly, state director of public 
works, would not approve doing 
of the job by the flood control 
district, and that state’s attor¬ 
neys preferred calling for bids on 
the complete job. Splitting the 
project into units, they warned, 
was likely to result in legal snags 
which might result in injunction 
suits. 

Finally three members of the 
board agreed to accept the state’s 
recommendations—$200,000 of the 
levee money is state funds—and 
so decided.

He re¬ 
ferred to the land as the genesis 
of life, the source of ail wealth, 
and the common heritage of all.

He claimed that 
all Improvements should, go with¬ 
out taxes; that Industry should be 
freed of tax burdens; but that the 
tax on land should be high 
enough to appropriate the ground 
rent producible—which is in ef¬ 
fect state socialism in land—and 
he contended that the confisca¬ 
tion of rent through a single tax 
on land would result in universal 
prosperity. 

Upon concluding his discourse, 
he answered questions. My moth¬ 
er’s brother, a former president of 
Pennsylvania State college, sub¬ 
mitted a question in substance; 

"Caiester county has 10 times 
the area of Philadelphia: wmle 
Philadelphia has 10 times the pop¬ 
ulation and wealth of Chester 
county. Are we to infer that un¬ 
der a single tax the people of 
Chester county would pay rela¬ 
tively 100 times as much tax as 
the people of Philadelphia?” 

In answer, Mr. George showed 
some familiarity with Philadelphia 
real estate values, particularly In 
the vicinity of Broad and Chest¬ 
nut streets, where the Girard 
Trust company and the Wanamak- 
er store then were and now are. 
He estimated that higher land 
values in Philadelphia would 
equalize the seeming disparity in 
taxes. 

It was obvious, however, that 
taxes would be substantially in¬ 
creased on Chester county land, 
and that much wealth in Philadel¬ 
phia, other than real estate, 
would entirely escape taxation. 

’The single tax theory is based 
on the unfounded postulate that 
"land is the source of all wealth:” 
whereas It Is merely the source of 
elemental wealth—raw materials. 
Lumber worth only a fraction of 
a dollar, in its raw state, is by 
labor, skill, transportation, and 
distribution, sold as furniture 
worth $100. Raw materials of '.he 
value of a few dollars, when con¬ 
verted by capital, genius, labor 
and skill into an automobile, are 
worth $1000. Steel worth a few 
cents, when refined into hair 


The Single Tax—No. 20 on the 
ballot—Is of vital Importance to 
the people of California. 

A tax on land only has been 
considered for 200 years, and per¬ 
haps earlier; but land monopoly, 
which possibly would have for¬ 
merly partly justified such a tax, 
no longer exists; and that, to¬ 
gether with modem economic, in¬ 
dustrial and financial conditions, 
render a single tax positively un¬ 
just, Impractical, inadequate and 
a forerunner of disaster. 

Francois Quesnay, a noted 
French economist, advocated the 
single tax in the 18th century: 
but land in France under the 
Bourbons was monopolized and 
withheld, by the nobility and the 
wealthy, from cultivation and use, 
and sufficient food was not pro¬ 
duced: whereas today the soil of 
France is owned and used, in a 
high state of cultivation in farms, 
gardens and vineyards, by the

When Henry George—the ablest 
American advocate of the single 
tax—as a newspaperman at San 
Francisco, published “Our Land 
Policy” in 1871, and “Progress 
and Poverty” in 1879, land in Cal¬ 
ifornia was held in virtually 
feudal estates.

Following the discovery of gold 
in ’49, and the construction of the 
Central Pacific railroad in the 
’60’a, California’s population rap¬ 
idly increased, land values ad¬ 
vanced enormously, and large for¬ 
tunes were made by land owners 
who had held, but did not use, the 
land. 

Since the times Quesnay and 
George originally commended the 
single tax as a panacea for eco¬ 
nomic ills, land monopoly has 
nearly disappeared, on the one

Little Business has five advan¬ 
tages, he says — namely, “(D

That hardy single tax proposition, killed at almost 
every general state election, only to be revived for the 
next, is on the ballot again. 

It is not, however, a proposal reduced to the crystal- 
clear theories of single tax, because it permits the con¬ 
tinuance of income, inheritance, corporation and gasoline 
taxes. Also, it would enable the state to levy a tax on 
natural resources—a severance tax. 

Tt would repeal the .sales tax, the use tax, the private 
caf tax and the automobile-in-lieu tax, shifting the bur¬ 
den of those assessments as now made upon real estate. 

The mearure also provides for the reduction of taxes 
on tangible personal property and improvements at the 
rate of 10 per cent a year until that tax is eliminated in 
the tenth year. It makes impossible the juggling of per¬ 
sonal property and improvement values to evade the intent 
of the law by providing the value of this type of property 
may not be increased. The added tax load caused by these 
two exemptions would also be shifted to land. 

There are three other important clauses in the initi¬ 
ative. One repeals the existing language limiting the tax 
on real estate for state purposes to 25 per cent on the 
total requirements: another prohibits extension of tax 
moratoriums except on improved holdings with a maxi¬ 
mum value of $5000, and the third grants an immediate 

exemption of $1000 homes occupied by their owners. 

# # # « 

Of course, this proposition is revolutionary insofar 
as the public financi.al and tax structures are concerned. 

It would require that nearly all the revenues for the 
support of state and local governments be raised by a tax 
on land alone. 

Office buildings, factories, hotels, residential build¬ 
ings and other improvements would entirely escape tax 
in 10 years. * 

It has been estimated that 90 per cent of the prop¬ 
erties of public utilities would be exempt from taxation. 

The measure repeals those state taxes which are the 
principal support of the public school system, old age 
pensions and state relief. 

It would so greatly increase taxes on land that values 
would be destroyed, and as land values are destroyed, 
economic disaster moves in. 

It means the eventual socialization of the land and a 
shake-up in the state economic structure that would injure 

practically every one of us.

a con.stitutional 

amendment presented by the a.s-1 
sembly, eliminating a constibi- 
tional bar against the state’s mak¬ 
ing a legislative gift or authori¬ 
zation of a gift of public money or 
public property to municipal cor¬ 
porations. The present restriction 
prevents local governments from 
u.sing for "local purposes” money I 
allocated to them by the state. 

Its supporter.s, including A.ssem- I 
blyman Clyde Watson of Orange, 
say certain types of taxes should 
be collected by the state to equal¬ 
ize tax administration, but should 
be returned to local governments 
who lose their taxing power by 
reason of the state’s taxation on 
those items. ’They claim It will re¬ 
sult in a more equitable distribu¬ 
tion of the tax load. 

Its opponents, including the Cali¬ 
fornia Farm Bureau federation, 
contend it is a threat of “danger¬ 
ous pork-barrel legislation,” mak¬ 
ing possible needless raids on the 
state treasuiy. They say that the 
state seldom should finance purely 
local enterprises, and that justifi¬ 
able objectives of the plan can be 
attained by making state and na¬ 
tional governments responsible for 
non-local services. 


Beginning Monday 

Beginning Monday morning it will be unlawful for 
any employer who is “engaged in commerce or in the pro¬ 
duction of goods for commerce” to pay his employes less 
than 25 cents an hour, or to work them more than 44 hours 
a week without paying time-and-a-half overtime. 

By “commerce,” congress explaines in the Wage- 
Hour Act, it means interstate commerce. But congress 
did not undertake to say just w’liat constitutes such com¬ 
merce and what doesn’t. Its reluctance in this regard is 
logical, in view of the changing winds that blow through 
the courts when the subject is ra.ised. Nor did congress 
give the wage-ho'ur administrator, Ehmer F. Andrews, any 

right to define such commerce. So—

Mr. Andrews advises them to “let their conscience 
be their guide.” But if conscience dictates the wrong 
decision, the employers may be in dutch when the Wage-

’iiscovers that it didn’t have to.
